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The following constitutes the reasons for this bill and the purposes which are sought to be 
accomplished thereby: 
 
 
Legislative Bill 685 changes sections of statute relating to the possession of alcoholic liquor by 
minors.  Under this bill, a minor would be considered in possession of alcoholic liquor if found 
to have a blood alcohol concentration of two-hundredths of one gram or more by weight of 
alcohol per one hundred milliliters of his or her blood or a concentration of two-hundredths of 
one gram or more by weight of alcohol per two hundred ten liters of his or her breath, except in 
his or her permanent place of residence. 
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
